OTTAWA, Nov. 2.—One hundred 
and fifty seven thousand men hgye 
registered under the terms of the Mili- 
tary Service Act. They are divided 
in this manner:— 

Exemption Claims—144,628. 

Reported for service—12,975. 

Total registrations—157,603. 

The totals have been completed 
from returns received by the Military 
Service Council from the various re- 
“gistration offices throughout the coun- 
try. They cover the period since the 
proclamation was published calling 
out the first class of men up to and 
including yesterday. How the varl- 
ous districts compare is shown in the

About 
four o'clock the dog returnel but 
nothing was thought of it as it wae 
surmized that Mr. Wright had gone on 
to Pine Lake. As he did not return 
they became anxious at night, and 
early Saturday morning they search.

It was thought he 
had been helping out his dog when he 
fell in and could not get out himself. 
This was proved to be true when 
his body was found in twelve feet 
of water about one hundred feet from

where the family burial plot is. 
Decensed was born in Sheffield, 
England, and was 39 years of age

WARE IS ACQUITTED 
OF FURIOUS DRIVING 


MAGISTRATE SATISFIED DEATH 
OF VALENTINE BOY WAS AN 
ACCIDENT. 


(Calgary Herald, Nov. 1st.) 


Robert Ware, taxi-driver, was ac- 
quitted by Magistrate Davidson in 
the police court yesterday afternoon 
on a charge of furious driving in con- 
nection with the death cf Harry Val- 
entine, who was knocked down from 
his bicycle and killed on Sovaath 
avenue, October 13. t 

After Dr. Neil MacPhatter kad de- 
scribed the nature of the wounds, 
Franklin Crandell was called to the 
stand. In his opinion the automobile 
was not going at a high rate of speed 
Ware, he said, had done all he could 
for the lad after the accident, and he 
was positive that the horn had been 
sounded shortly before the accident 
occurred. ° 

H. H. Gilchrist, attorney for the 
prosecution contended thatthe evi- 
dence of the boys who were with the 
victim when he was hurled to his 
death, showed that Ware was driving 
his car in a reckless manner. He 
claimed he should have stopped his 
car before the accident occurred. 

J. McKinley Cameron argued that 
the prosecution had failed to prove 
that the accused had deliberately, by 
furious driving, caused the death of 
Harry Valentine. 

Magistrate Davidson, without hear- 
ing the evidence, dismissed the case, 
remarking that he was satisfied that 
it was an accident and that Ware had 
tried to avoid the collision.

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DEATH OF JOHN GREENE

‘has lived for over sixteen years. 


He 
was an unassuming, hard , working, 
genial citizen, and he will be much 
missed in his community. He was 
associated in contract work in town 
with ex-Reeve Percy Kent, now over- 
seas. Mrs. Greene will have much 
sympathy in her loneliness. 

The funeral took place on Satur- 
day afternoon to St. Luke's Church, 
where a large number of citizens met 
to pay their last respects to the de- 
ceased. The Rev. Mr. Finn conducted 
the service, after which the remains 
were laid to rest in the Red Deer 
Cemetery.

S a result of suggestions made 
by the Government that dur- 


there should be closer co-operation 
between the railways in Canada, an 
association has been formed by these 
railways corresponding to the Rail- 
ways War Board in the United 
States, with the object of securing 
greater co-operation not only between 
the railways themselves but also be- 
tween the railways and the public. 
Although Canada need fear no com- 
parison with other countries as to 
the speed and efficiency with which 
munitions, equipment, foodstuffs and 
men have been moved to the front, it 
was realized that a still more inten- 
sive effort might help to speed up 
such movements and no private in- 
terest has been allowed to stand in 
the way of public benefit. It is ex- 
pected that through heavier loading 
of cars elimination of unnecessary 
train service, the co-operative use of 
all facilities, ete, to the best advan- 
tage, the country’s needs may best be 
served. Much can be done to achieve 
these results through closer co-oper- 
ation between the public and the rail- 
ways. 

Very shortly after Great Britain 
became involved in the war, the 
British Government sent for the 
General] Managers of all the railways 
and made arrangements by which the

Among 
Other things, Dr. Chown quoted an 
English officer as saying that after 
the great conflict is over, internal 
conflicts will begin amongst the var- 
fous nations and there will be revolu- 
tions and counter-revolution 
will probably last for the next twenty 
years. : 

CRIME VERY LIGHT. 


Speaking of crime amongst the sold- 
iers Dr. Chown said that a report of 


crime among the soldiers in the front 
trenches gave three cases in 43 days, 


one for gambling. One general told 
him that he had not yet had any com- 
plaints against Canadians. Another, 
who had 10,000 men out for a holiday 
on the 24th of May, had not had a 
single complaint against any of them. 
Still, he thought, the boys were ex- 
posed to more temptation in London 
than they should have to face. 

He told of spending one day in a 
casualty station through which 10,000 
stretcher bearers and 1,600 walkers 
passed on that day. The speaker said 
that while these men lay dying they 
seemed to say with jaeir eyes, “I did 
this for you,” and he continued,“while 
TI was perhaps the first public man in 
Canada to advocate conscription, as 
I saw these poor fellows sinking into 
death there before my eyes, I felt that 
any Canadian seeing such a sight, 
however cold and _ indifferent, could 
not but be moved to say, ‘The work 
of these men must not be allowed to 
go for naught.’” 


ACUTELY RELIGIOUS. 


“Men are acutely religious there in 
their own way. Men who are inclined 
to be good are made much better. 
Those who are anxious to be bad get 
much worse. They know no creeds. 
The boys do not carry around much 
theology in their kit bags. “How do 
you feel?” asked an officer of a priv- 
ate, “Oh, quite all right,” was the 
reply, “Why is that?” “Because Christ 
-will not go back on me.” “But why 
do ‘you think that?” “Because He is 
a good sport, sir.” ' 

“You can shoot them 
said the speaker, “but 
break their spirit.” 

The men at the front are not inter- 
ested in politics and cannot under- 
stand the political squabbling at Otta- 
wa while the great question is still 
unsettled. When they come back they 
will need our help. Many of them 
have_lost their initiative and it be- 


London, Nov, 1.—Sir Richard Coop- 
er in urging the enforcement of Great 
Britain’s naturalization laws in the 


house of commons, declared that the 
German spy system was more power- 
ful in some cases in Europe than an 
army of a million men. Sir Richard 
added that German submarines had 
obtained information from enemy ali- 
ens in the country concerning ships 
leaving British ports, many of which 
had been sunk without trace.

(2) Threshing wheat in Portage-la-Prairie, 


T was with considerable satisfac- 
] tion that readers in all Allled 

countries received the statement, 
made a short time ago by the Insti- 
tute of Agriculture at- Rome, that 
1917 had- seen an increase in the 
wheat crop of the principal countries 
of the world, outside of the Central 
Powers, of 3.3 per cent over 1916. 
These figures were based on returns 
from Spain, France, Scotland, Ire- 
land, Switzerland, Canada, the United 
States, India, Japan and Algeria, 
which countries are this year esti- 
mated to show a total wheat produc- 
tion of 1 665,448,000 bushels. At the 
same time these same countries show 
an increase in thelr barley crop of 
2.4 per cent; an Increase In their rye 
crop of 10.7-per cent; an increase in 
thelr oat crop of 19.9 per cent, and 
an increase in their corn crop of 25.3 
per cent That such increases should 
be possible among nations. most of 
whom are engaged in war, is in Itself 
a tribute to the productive energy of 
m:! nhood. 

The enormous total of 1,665,448,000 
Dushels of wheat is so great that ft 
refuses to be grasped by the human 
mind without some units of compari. 
son. If this crop of wheat were load 
ed into freight cars. 1.000 bushels to 
the car, and each car occupied forty 
feet of the railway track. it would 
represent one solid Joaded_ train 
12,617 miles tn length—more .than 
enough to reach half way around, 
the world at the equator. These load- 
ed cars. without engines, would 
tccupy seven-eights the entire track- 
age of the Canadian Pacific Railway, 
known as the world’s greatest trans: | 
portation company.

For instance, the three Canadian pro- 
vinces of Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
and Alberta could produce three 
times the total wheat crop above re- 
ferred to! This statement may seem 
extravagant until submitted to the 
test of cold figures. Then we get 
data like this:

1917, by Spain. France Scotiand, Ire- 
land, Switzerland, Canada, United 
States, India, Japan and Algeria com- 


The single province of Al 


berta can produce as much wheat as 
all of these countries and have more 
left over than was grown in 1917 in 
all Canada. 

Of course, it is impossible, as a 
practicable manner, to put every 
arable acre of land in any country 
in wheat, but if we say for the sake 
of illustration that one-third of the 
arable land in these provinces is 
summer-fallowed, one-third sown to 
coarse grains or pasture, and one- 
third to wheat, the proportion that 
is sown to wheat will produce a 
greater crop than that already men- 
tioned as being grown by all the 
countries before referred to. 

These figures may be interesting 
generally for the great comparison 
which they afford, but they must also 
carry the conclusion that the world 
{s a very long way from having ex- 
hausted Its food producing possibill- 
ties. Any scarcity of food production 
which may at present exist is trace- 
able almost entirely to an improper 
distribution of population, In the 
older countries population is com- 
pelled to exist on such limited areas 
that production on a relatively large 
scale {s impossible, whereas in the 
newer countries such as Western Can- 
ada the population is as yet totally 
insufficient to bring the country under 
cultivation. These are conditions 
which will doubtless right them- 
selves; in fact, the process of correc- 
tion is going on very rapidly, and, 
whatever difficulties may be experi- 
enced in feeding the world during the 
next few years, there can be no ques- 
tion that they will be solved as soon 
as sufficient population is found for 
the great open plains which are stlll

Creamery. 


The duplicate butter Oleomargarine 
is admitted, manufactured for sale in 
Canada for the period of the war. 
Whether it will not also- be With us 
after the war is a question the con- 


sumer will have to settle. 

One would suppose that the remov- 
al of the ban against this product was 
for the purpose of combating the high 
cost of butter or of relieving what 
amounts to a butter shortage, perhaps 
due to.a smaller production of cream 
by the farmers. Though we are apt 
to believe that our patriotic meat bar- 
ons have brought considerable pres- 
sure on the Government for its manu- 
facture and sale seem to indicate that 
they expect to make a considerable 
profit by it. 

Now the question arises: What can 
we do to combat the extensive sale 
of Oleomargarine? An effort must be 
made to educate the consuming public 
to use pure pasteurized creamery but- 
ter because of its aroma, flavor, and 
wholesomeness. It is a proven fact 
that the fat in the milk contains cer- 
tain elements which causes growth 
which does not exist in other fats. 
Therefore milk fat cannot be substit- 
uted. We do not know for certain at 
the present time how the consumer 
will take to it, but one thing is cer- 
tain, it surely will replace a lot of 
dairy butter. As far as the good unpi- 
form quality creamery butter is con- 
cerned, we do not believe that it will 
affect the sale of this class to any 
extent. 


Our combined effort should there- 
fore first be to make a prime and 
wholesome creamery butter. But the 
large portion of the creamery butter 
made from wholesome cream. Why 
is that? The reason for this is that 
most of the production of cream is 
being hauled to the distant cities by 
the railroads. Before and _ perhaps 
while in transit this cream becomes 
sour and very much off flavor. This 
is especially true in the summer 
months, when the large portion of the 
creamery butter is made 


To be able to pasteurize and make 
this class of cream into a fair com- 
mercial article, it is necessary to rc- 
novate and purify the cream by means 
of chemicals. Therefore it stands to 
reason that this butter is not as 
wholesome as butter made from sweet 
cream. This is one’ of the biggest 
arguinents the meat packers, who are 
the principal makers of oleomarearine 
are putting out in favor of the con- 
suming of oleomargarine. But who 
are the parties responsible for this 
condition? Nobody but the farmers 
themselves.

WESTERN CANADA'S PROSPER- 
OUS CONDITION. 


Some idea of the volume of business 
at present being transacted in West- 
ern Canada is reflected in.the amount 
of the bank clearing of the leading 
western cities, and a comparispn of 
these figures with those of the cor- 
responding period of last year show 
remarkable advances. For the week 
ending October 18th the bank clear- 
ings of Winnipeg amounted to more 
than eighty-two millions of dollars, an 
increase of approximately forty-four 
million over the correspomling week 
of last year. At Vancouver there 
was an increase of nearly three and 
a half millions. Calgary's figures, for 
the fourth week in succession, were 
almost double those of last year, be-

Cities with increases around or 
above the million marl are Idmonton, 
Alberta; Regina, Moose Jaw and Sask- 
atoon, Saskatchewan; while Medicine 
Hat and Lethbridge, Alberta, both 
show increases of more than 50 per 
cent.

NEW MINISTERS CHEERED AT A 
GREAT MASS MEETING AT 
HAMILTON. 


GENERAL MEWBURN SPEAKS 
RIGHT OUT. 


HAMILTON, Nov. 2.—Ontario Lib- 
sralism, as was represented in the re- 
narkable convention of men and wo- 
men held here today, stands positive- 
ly and enthusiastically for Canadian 
co-operation in the supreme national 
obligation of placing all the resources 
of the Dominion behind a_ patriotic 
determination to fight for humanity 
till the war is won. It demands the 
conscription of man power, of money 
power, and of the entire’ energies, 
abilities and resources of the nation. 
Four hundred delegates from all parts 
of the province were in attendance, 
and enthusiasm at times ran_ high, 
but the tone of the convention was un- 
mistakably serious and_ businesslike. 
Men and women faced the facts. They 
realized the responsibilities they as- 
sumed. They. recognised the neces- 
sities of the war, and they sought to 
direct their course with a purpose 
single to the great end to be achieved. 
“Our country first’ read the flag and 
¢anvas screen which occupied the 
platform under the folds of the Union 
Jack. Liberalism acclaimed leader- 
ship toward this end. 


LEADERS CHEERED. 

When in turn, Gen. S. C. Mewburn. 
winister of militia; Hon. Frank Car- 
vell, minister of public works, and 
Hon. N. W. Rowell,- president of the 
privy council, were escorted to the 
platform during the afternoon session 
the convention en masse cheered 
again and again. When Alex. Stew- 
art, of Guelph, the permanent secre- 
tary of the new Liberal organization, 
read to the gathering a (t@legraphic 
message from Fred F. Pardee, late 
Liberal whip in the House of Com- 
mons, and quoted a characteristic par- 
agraph from a recent inspiring speech 
Rt the Sarnia convention, the gather- 
ing was again upon its feet acclaimed. 
The scene was repeated a few min- 
utes later, when a message from Hon. 
Geo. P. Graham, which the secretary 
likewise acclaimed by the reading of 
Mr. Graham's declaration of war 
policy. 

GATHERING IMPRESSIVE. 


It was an impressive convention 
The wg auditorium of the Royal Con- 
naught hotel was draped in the patri- 
otic binting of Britain and her Attics. 
The dcrgetes gathered sooerly und 
seriously. The membership was 
sprinkled by ladies busily engaged in 
patriotic knitting, and repeated cor- 
dial expression was given to the new 
order under which all were to share 
the duties and privileges of the state. 
Fach of the new ministefs, Mewburn, 
Carvell, and Rowell, speaking in turn, 
had his message. Each was greeted 
with enthusiasm. “Fighting Frank" 
Carvell, was introduced by Chairman 
G. G. S. Lindsey, as “the hero of a 
hundred fights.” and it was ten min- 
utes before he proceeded. But the 
ministers, like their audience were 
serious and earnest. General Mew- 
burn spoke first. There was no rattle 
of accoutrements or clank of spurs 
The stalwart new minister of militia 


.Wore the dark blue business suit of a 


civilian, and spoke with the earnest 
directness and frankness of a man 
who wants the help of a national team 
play. “I did not want to get into pub- 
lic life, he said bluntly, “and I won't 
go into politics.” He was in the union 
government because the men who 
composed it have got down to busi- 
ness in order to accomplish something 
for Canada.

What we want today is action, 
and we are going to have it.- Public 
opinion is what you make it.” 


OBJECTS TO LIMITATION. 


Gen. Mewburn objected to the lim- 
itation of the draft under the Military 
Service Act, to 100,000. He  pre- 
ferred that Canada should be in it to 
the extent of her ability and the ut; 
most of her effort.” The fifth division 
overseas was not being broken up to 
supply reinforcements. He proposed 
to send the first draft of 25,000 men 
under the new act overseas right 
away, and to follow them up at the 
rate of 10,000 a month, letting them 
get their training very largely in Eng- 
land. The minister announced that 
Canada’s total casualties since the out- 
break of the war until October 24 
last were 125,886. 

Hon. Mr. Carvell followed Gen. 
Mewburn:, He was accorded an ova- 
tion. He spoke for 12 minutes, but 
every sentence went crashing home 
with Carvellian thoroughness. “I 
never went after a man unless he de- 
served some attention,” was his ans- 
wer to the enthusiast who acclaimed 
him as the man who gets after the 
grafter.” 

Nor would be permit the chair- 
man's enconiums to go unchallenged. 

I'm just an ordinary lawyer living 
in a small town and trying to make 
an honest living.” he said, “but I pro- 
mise, in office, to carry out the doct- 
rines' I preached in opposition.” 


NOTICE TO PROFITEERS. 


Mr. Carvell served notice upon 
wealth ‘and upon war profiteers. An- 
other year of war would mean a large 
addition to the war debt and pay- 
ment of pensions’to soldiers and their 
dependents. “We must pay the inter- 
est because we cannot repudiate our 
country’s debts.” 

“We must pay the pensions because 
we cannot repudiate the debt we owe 
our soldiers,” he declared. There 
must be stern and rigid national econ- 
omy and wealth must understand that 
it would be required to contribute 
such more generously than “the poor 
man,” said the minister of public 
works, “who as been paying ten times 
as much as the rich man, according 
to his opinion.” 

But the most enthusiastic and re- 
markable demonstratjon of the con- 
vention came at the night meeting, 
when Mr. Carvell suddenly straight- 
ened up and, wheeling upon the min- 
ister of militia, who was sitting at his 
side, exclaimed, “I tell you there are 
men in my province wearing the king's 
uniform who never left Canada, and 
who never intended to leave Canada, 
who are drawing enormous sums from 
the government and salaries and sep- 
aration allowances for which they 
give no adequate service. Some of 
these may be a necessity, but their 
place should and could be taken by 
returned soldiers.” (Prolonged cheers) 


ASK FOR CHANGE. 


“I intend to furnish Gen. Mewburn 
with a list of these men from my pro- 
vince, and ask that the change be 
made.” (Another burst of cheering 
which lasted for several minutes.) 

Hon. M. Rowell was the last minis- 
terial speaker. His keynote was ear- 
nestness. He appealed to Liberal- 
ism to be big and manly and to be 
patriotic in the crisis. “Surrender 
your party prejudices, but not your 
principles, for the sake of our boys 
at the front,” he urged, amid ¢heers. 

“If union government meets disas- 
ter it will not be because of the 
strength of the opposition but be: 
cause of the prejudice of friends who 
will not get together.” 


MR. ROWELL’S APPEAL 


Hon. Mr. Rowell made a telling per- 
sonal appeal to Ontario Liberals. He 
told of his six years of service as Lib- 
eral leader in the provincial Jegisla- 
ture. “There was,” he declared 
proudly, ‘‘no stain on the banner 
which for six years “I carried, and 
which the other day I laid down.” 

In the same spirit in which he ac- 
cepted the call of duty six years ago, 
he now accepted the war time call to 
war time service. “In the provincial 
legislature did I lead you astray? 
(Cries of ‘No.') Did I follow the path 
of dishonor? (Cries of ‘No.') Or was 
| true to the public interests and the 
public good? (Cries of ‘Yes.’) Then 
I say to you, trust me now.” (Pro- 
longed cheers. 

Mr. Rowell warned his hearers that 
in constituencies where union candi- 
dates of both parties failed to get to- 
gether and harmoniously choose one 
candidate, the prime minister, on the 
advice of his cabinet colleagues, 
would designate candidates. These 
designated candidates would include 
Conservative, Liberal, and Labor re- 
presentatives.

The President was. Neaenad that 
grave disorders might follow the en- 
forcement of the conscription law, 
which it was argued, was in opposition 
to the constitutionaleprivileges and 
liberties of the citizen. 

Lincoln took the ground that dem- 
ocracy means an equal share in the 
burdens, as’ well as in the blessings 
of a republic, and decided on the firm 
enforcement of the law. All oppo- 
sition was firmly repressed, 

On entering the present war, the 
United States profited~ by past .ex- 
perience and promptly adopted com- 
pulsory service. 

Now that Canada has adopted a 
similar course she is in a better posi- 
tion to do her full share and though 
opposition is unlooked for, repressive 
measures are provided in the Act.

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BREWSTER OF B.C. IN 
FAVOR OF UNION 
GOVERNMENT 


Victoria, Nov. 1—Making it under- 
stood that he was giving his own per- 
sonal attitude, Premier Brewster this 
afternoon gave out @& statement an- 
nouncing his support of the Union Fed- 
eral government. He said he thought 
the people of Canada were disposed 
“to give the new administration a trial 
for the period of the war, and subject 
to the honest efficient direction of Can- 
ada's war efforts.” This, he said, was 
his own attitude. There were pres- 
sing problems which only a union gov- 
ernment could solve, and th2 people 
would expect the Government to carry 
out “far reaching emergency measures 
in-accordance with the demands of 
these emergent times.” 

Premier Brewster added that the 
Union government “would be more 
cordially welcomed by the people of 
British Columbla if it carriet out the 
real spirit of natfonal unionism here 
as fully as it is being carried out else- 
where.” f.y this he said he meant 
“that the union government shoul 
absolutely and resolutely ‘jlivorce the 
direction of its interests here from 


the partisan interests which brought.

vincial affiliations into disrepute.” 
The premier closed with anexpression 
of regret that he had been obliged 
on the conscription issue, to differ 
with Sir Wilfrid Laurier.

| DOMINION ELECTION MONDAY, 


DECEMBER 17th. 


Ottawa, Oct. 31—Writs were  is- 
sued tonight calling for a general eclec- 
tion on Monday, December 17. Non- 
ination day is fixed for Monday, Nov- 
ember 19. This applies to all constit- 
uencies except Yukon Territory. All 
writs are returnable on February 27, 
1918. Parliament is summoned to 
meet on the day following. The 
granting of the franchise to soldiers 
and sailors and their female relatives 
at home has entailed the creation of 
entirely new machinery. Military 
and naval polls will have to be held 
in France, Belgium, and United King: 
dom, the West Indies, Canada, and on 
the high seas of Europe and North 
America. In every polling subdivi- 
sion in the Dominion an enumerato! 
will have to set to work revising the 
electoral districts. The names of en 
franchised female relatives of sold 
lers will have to be added. The names 
of enemy aliens, disfranchised by the 
War Times Elections Act, will have tc 
be deleted. Roughly 20,000 enumer. 
ators will be required. 


VOTE ON SAME DAY. 

Milltary voters stationed in Can- 
ada will cast their votes on the same 
day as civilian electors. But the 
difficulties of an election day at the 
front has made changes necessary. 
All soldiers overseas will begin vot- 
Ing on Nov. 20, and military votes 
may be cast up to and including the 
ordinary polling day. ,_ There will 
necessarily be delay also in the count- 
ing of the military votes. Military 
votes cast in France and Belgium will 
be counted at the office of the Cana- 
dian Commissioner in Paris; those 
cast in the United Kingdom will be 
counted at the office of the Canadian 
high commissioner in London. Mili- 
tary votes cast in Bermuda and Can- 
ada will be counted under the super- 
vision of the general returning officer 
at Ottawa, Mr. W. F. O'Connor. It 
is anticipated that about five weeks 
will elapse between polling day and 
final announcements by the general 
returning officers as to the final re- 
sults in all electorates. 

The new house of commons will be 
composed of 234 members, as com- 
pared with 221 in the last parliament.

CANADIAN TROOPS TAKE 
THREE FARMS 


SOME GALLANT FIGHTING; CAN- 
ADIANS MAKE ADVANCE 
ACROSS AN ALMOST IMPASS- 
ABLE MORASS; SOME 
HEROIC ACTIONS. 


Canadian Headquarters in France, 
‘ia London, Oct. 31.—(By the Cana- 
lian Overseas correspondent).—As 
yell as taking Meetchel and Crest 
Yarm, the Canadians captured three 
ther fortified farms on the left of 
‘heir advance, after encountering de- 
ermined resistance from the enemy, 
vhose machine gun detachments had 
o be driven from strongholds by the 
idvancing battalions, who carried the 
vositions after crossing an almost im- 
vassable morass. The wounded who 
tre returning from these fights tell of 
nnumerable heroic incidents, among 
hem where a man advancing under 
teavy shell fire, facing the hail from 
leadly machine guns, stopped to ban- 
lage a co:panions wounds and pull 
nen out ot the treacherous’ water- 
illed shell holes which threatened 
.eath to the unwary at every step. 

The enemy's artillery fire, while 
teavy over our whole advanced area 
vas scattered and erratic, our artil- 
ery, with its harrassing fire barrages, 
fominating his guns. The superior- 
ty of our batteries, which was already 
idmitted by the Germans, was 
sroved early in the engagement, when 
he fire from his artillery, which for 
tome time shelled our guns heavily, 
ilackened off quickly under our bom- 
vardments. } 

“Over one hundred prisoners, to- 
sether with many machine guns, have 
yeen taken in the latest advance. The 
norale of the opposing forces is sure- 
y weakening. A visit to the prison- 
ars’ encampment this morning showed 
youngsters 19 years old amongst the 
lew batches: coming in. They report 
leavy casualties from our artillery 
luring all last week, when our shell- 
ng and airplane observation was so 
sood that the enemy’s guns had been 
noved constantly from fear of being 
yut out of action. One of the most 
‘mportant admissions by the prison- 
ars is that the enemy communications 
ire in danger of breaking down. The 
‘egiments which opposed our advance 
vere fighting on short rations.

Miss Congdon was em- 
ployed {n the household of W. R. 
Pearce, of Edmonton, and disappeared 
October 25 after attending a church 
service. Her bag containing personal 
belongings and $2 was found on the 
high level bridge across the Saskat- 
chewan river. An automobile was seen 
in that vicinity, the driver of which 
was acting oddly that night.

Letters from the 
Front, 


George Maben writes to his mother, 
Sept. 16, from Can. M.G. base, 4th 
Co., A.P.O., Sect. 18, B.E.F., France:— 
Dear mother, 


Just recelvyed your most welcome 


letters dated August fth and 13th. I 
was very glad to hear from you and 


to hear that you are all well. This 
is the first mail I have received from 
you since I was wounded. It has trav- 
elled all over France but it has found 
me at last. I am giad to say I am in 
the best of health. My arm is all 
right. again .but it swells up a little 
once in a while. The shrapnel is in 
it yet but it will get all right after a 
bit. I had a letter from Billy yester- 
day and two cards. He is getting 
along fine. He has been looking all 
over for me. I wrote him when I was 
hit, but I guess he never got my letter. 
So he will not know till he gets my 
last letter that I have been in the hos- 
pital. The last time I went in the 
line I passed his company. They 
were all lined up the side of the road, 
but I did not know he was there at 
the time, or else I would have stopped 
and spoken to him. We had lots of 
time, but: I expect to see him before 
long. I will soon be going back to 
the Company again. I have not heard 
from the Mcllwraith boys yet. I 
hope they came through the Loos 
scrap all right. That is the place 
where Fritz got me. 

We have been in some very tigh 
places and had some very narrow es- 
capes since we came over here, but 
I did not want to tell you as it would 
only make you worry more over us, 
and I did not want to do that, but | 
see that I will have to give in since 
Billy Mc has told his father all about 
it. But the main thing is that we have 
come through them all safe. I gota 
bit of a scratch but that was nothing 
compared to what some of the boys 
got. I will only be thankful if I come 
through the rest of the war as easily 
as I have gone threugh the other 
places. The noise of the big guns 
gets me once In a while, but my nerves 
have not given in yet. I am just as 
steady as ever but more on the alert. 
Once bit; twice shy. I guess Billy 
Mc will have got your letter by the 
time I see him again. He will be glad 
to hear from you. It is surprising 
what these two MclIlwraith boys have 
come through. I know that I am big: 
ger and stouter built than they are 
and I sometimes have all I can do to 
handle the work laid out for me, but 
they are always willing to do a job 
and it does not matter how hard Fritz 
is shelling a place, if they have to go 
through it they go without saying a 
word. I am great on the. sleeping 
stunt all right. As soon as I lay down 
I dose off, but I can’t say about this 
snoring, I have never listened to my- 
self but such things happen. Well, 
mother, I think that conscription 
would help us out a lot. I would give 
the old men in the line a chance of a 
rest, but as it is we are out one day 
and in the next. So, if we had the 
men out here it would help us out a 
lot. 


Extract from a letter from Douglas 
Wilton, now a motor transport driver 
in the 8rd Canadian Division Supply 
Column, B.E.F. France. 


“One of the difficulties in letter 
writing out here is time and next, but 
hardly of less importance is that one 
can not say much about our work.

Canadian gentlemen of the 
Province of Quebec, Lord 
Shaughnessy has expressed his 
views on the present conditions 
as -follows:— 


Tre is a germ in my system

that renders obnoxious every 
a form of legislation calculated to 
linvade the personal liberty of the 
ikubject, save such as may be neces- 
‘sary fo- the safety of the nation and 
ifor the peace, health and general wel- 
‘fare of thé people. 
‘ Enforced military service in time 
of peaca, as it existed in some foreign 
countries, would- come within my 
category of oc‘ :etionable measures, 
because it has: the effect of taking 
a man from his crdinary avocation, 
and, for given perfods, making him 
subject to military regulations under 
the control of military officials, not 
because of any danger immediately 
impeuding. but because that within 
his life-time something may occur to 
involve the nation in war, making 
trained military forces necessary. 
The encouragement of the military 
spirit in normal times is not best for 
the people whose aim should be the 
promotion of.a policy making for 
peace, prosperity and happiness. But 
it may be said if one nation neglects 
its military establishment, its aggres- 
sive and covetous neighbor with his 


- trained army and ever-ready imple- 


ments of _war, will one day seek a 
cause of quarrel and overpower it. 
The gravity of this contingency 
admitted, it becomes apparent that 
the effort of nations must bé not only 
to create and maintain military 
forces sufficient for defence if there 
be attack, but strong enough to as- 
sume the offensive if that appear to 
be the best strategy. 
' Should it be conceded that the 
sefety of the nation demands an un- 
remitting conditidn of military pre 
paredness, it may be properly asked 
where the limit is to be placed, be- 
cause there must be a limit or a 
military autocracy will ensue, such 
as that which the Allies are now de 
‘termined to destroy in Germany at 
‘very serious cost. 
' If the people are to be free from 
thiz menace of militarism, there must 
ibe a pride of country and a national 
spirit of patriotism that will provide 
all the necessary men, money and 
Material with the least possfble de- 
flay, whenever they may be needed to 
‘defend the rights and liberties of the 
nation, all citizens bearing their re- 
spective shares of the burden, as 
nearly as possible in like proportion. 
At the outbreak of the present war, 
Britain’s navy was ready and the 
splendid achievements of that arm of 
the service, saving as they did a situ- 
ation fraught with most serious dan- 
ger, will always be a source of grati- 
fication and pride, but the regular 
land forces consisted of a mere hand- 
ful of men, barely sufficient for the 
maintenance of order at home, and it 
becomes a matter of momentous im- 
;pertance that a large army of citizen 
soldiers should be organized, equip-
